Roberts reviews...Star Wars, 
Episode I: The Phantom Menace

If you haven't seen Star 
Wars Episode I: The Phantom 
Menace, then at this point you arc- 
in the minority. My only hope is 
thai the bad reviews that the film 
has received in the national me- 
dia is not the reason you haven't 
seen it. Because those reviews 
are unjustified. 

The Phantom Menace is a 
lesson in story telling. In terms of 
cinematic quality, it's not a great 
movie. It is, however, very much 
a Star Wars movie. What you 
might not understand about those 
bad reviews is that the original 
trilogy received similar reviews. 
The film is constantly criticized 
for being, "too kiddy." I thought 
that was the point. This film, like 
each of the other three, begins 
with the famous, "A long time 
ago, in a galaxy far, faraway...." 
Which is simply another way of 
saying, "Once upon a time." The 
Star Wars universe is, and always 
will be, for children; or at least the 

child in all of us. 

The Phantom Menace be- 
gins thebackstory for the original 
trilogy. It chronicles the discov- 
ery of young Anakin Sky walker 
(Jake Lloyd) amidst the turmoil 
of an intergalaetic trade dispute. 
That plot is pretty simple. Telling 
you anything further would spoil 
parts of the movie, and possible 
spoil parts of the next two mov- 
ies, due out in 2002 and 2005. 

What makes this movie spe- 
cial is the depths to which creator

The Earth's axis points to- 
ward the North Star, and we some- 
times call it the Pole star or its 
official name Polaris. As the Earth 
rotates on its axis, the North Star 
then stays in the same position in 
e sky and other stars appear to 
ove around Polaris. 

Locating the North Slarcould 
extremely helpful in determin- 
ing directions at night. Conse- 



quently , all Girl and Boy Scouts learn 
how to locate this star. First, find the 
most familiar constellation in the 
sky — the Big Dipper, or, officially, 
Ursa Major or the Big Bear by the 
Native Americans. Draw a line 
through the two end stars in the bowl 
of the dipper and move away from 
the open bowl. Your line will point 
directly to the North Star and for this 
reason these two end stars are often

called the pointer stars. Now 
see if you can find the Little 
Dipper, for Polaris is at the end 
of its handle. It takes a dark sky 
to see all of the stars of the Little 
Dipper, officially Ursa Minor, 
or the Little Bear. 

Keep looking up! Have 
fun with the Dippers. And be- 
ing able to locate the North Star 
could certainly come in handy 
someday.

And when all is 
said and done, you find yourself on 
theedgeofyourseat. Children love 
it because it is a movie for them that 
doesn't insult their intelligence. 
Adults love it because it makes them 
feel like a kid again. 

The Phantom Menace is by 
no means a perfect movie. There 
are things that are a little too silly, 
and the completely digital charac- 
ters, such as Jar Jar Binks, are not 
always believable. The thing that 
does separate it from the original 
three films is the acting. While 
there are a few good performances 
in the original trilogy, every perfor- 
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mance in The Phantom Menace is 
right on the money. That ensemble 
cast includes Nees, Lloyd, Ewan 
McGregor, Natalie Portman, Ian 
McDiarmid, and Samuel L. Jack- 

son. 

What this film docs is tell us 
everything, while telling us noth- 
ing. I liked this film the first time I 
saw it. It gets belter with each 
additional viewing.
